Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Jerusalem Post, as well as 
other Israeli newspapers in Hebrew 
and Arabic, wifi go on sale in Cairo 
from today. This marks the first 
direct business and cultural contact 
between Israel and Egypt within 
the framework at nnrmaiizatiuu of 
relations. . scheduled to go into 
effect formally on January 28. 

It is the first time Israeli 
newspapers can be bought on the 
open market in an Arab country 
since the establishment of the state 
-in 1948. 


The Israeli papers will be 
swapped dally at the El-Arish 
border crossing for Egyptian 
newspapers and magazines which 
will be sold in Israel, the Gaza Strip 
and the West Bank.

The exchange of newspapers is 
under a formal agreement between 
Egypt’s Osiris Office for Books and 
Reviews, which will Supply the 
Egyptian news organs, and Israel's 
Atlas Distribution Company.

Egypt’s state security authorities 
yesterday disclosed that they have 
been holding over 160 Egyptians in 
custody for suspected anti- 
government activities, according to 
reports from Cairo.

Afghan connection and our daily bread

The price of flour in Israel may 
remain steady, despite constant 
devaluations in the pound, because 
of the Afghanistan crisis. 
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Last week the Industry. Trade 
and Tourism Ministry made a 
number of highly - advantageous 
deals in the U.S, grain markets. It 
acquired a stock of cheap corn and 
other grain by cashing in on the fall 
in grain prices that followed Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's embargo on 
grain shipments to the Soviet 
Union. 

Following orders from the 
minister. Gideon Patt, officials in 


charge of purchasing kept a sharp 
eye on the ups and downs of the 
market and bought 30,000 tons of 
corn for fi08 a ton, rather than the 
$122 a ton charged prior to the 
Afghan crisis. Other grains were 
bought at similarly cheap prices, 
yielding’ an estimated saving of 
some $500,000. 

Plans are now afoot to increase 
warehouse space in Israel to ac- 
commodate further bargains. 

But other countries, too, may 
Jump on the bandwagon — Thailand 
is one example. There is also no 
guarantee that the U.S. govern- 
ment will not intervene to protect 
its farmers against the fall in 
prices.

Veto won’t stop U.S. 
action against Iran 


WASHINGTON i Reuter). — The 
While House said yesterday that it 
would impose economic sanctions 
against Iran despite a Soviet veto of 
UN Security Council action aimed 
at freeing American hostages held 
In Teheran since November 4. 

A statement authorized by Presi- 
dent Carter colled Sunday night’s 
veto (see Page 4 » an act of political 
cynicism aimed at advancing Soviet 
designs in Iran as Russian troops 
were crushing the Independence of 
neighbouring Afghanistan. 

The statement said the U.S. was 
working with other countries to ini- 
piement sanctions that the Security 
Council on December 31 voted to ap- 
prove if the hostages were not 
released. 

The White House said that the 
Soviet veto of action to carry out the 
terms of the December 31 resolution 
did not affect the plans of the L’.S. 
and at least some of its friends and 
allies. 

It emphasized the view that the 
U.S. had ample authority to impose 
sanctions by itself, or in concert 
with other countries, under the 
December 31 Security Council 
resolution, which was approved by 
a vote of 11-0. 

The December 31 resolution, from 


which the Soviet Union abstained, 
approved a U.S. plan to cut off all 
shipments to Iran except for food 
and medicine. It said sanctions 
would go into force in a week’s time 
unless all the hostages were freed. 

President Carter has agreed to 
extend the deadline for another 
week while diplomatic efforts were 
made to find a solution. 

After the Security Council ses- 
sion, Donald McHenry, the chief 
American delegate, said he ex- 
pected the nine countries that voted 
for the sanctions resolution to end 
shipments of all but food, medicines 
and medical equipment to Iran. 

He urged o’ther states to join in 
measures to persuade Iran to 
release the American hostages they 
have held since November 4, when 
the U.S. embassy in Teheran was 
stormed by militants. 

Britain, France, Norway. Por- 
tugal, Jamaica. Niger, the Philip- 
pines, Tunisia and Zambia joined 
the U.S. In voting for sanctions op- 
posed by the Soviet Union and East 
Germany. Bangladesh and Mexico 
abstained. 

Yesterday the White House ac- 
■ cused the Soviet Union of opposing 
international efforts to resolve the

KABUL. — A Soviet division com- 
prising at least 10,000 troops has 
taken up position along 
Afghanistan’s border with Iran 
within striking distance of Iran's oil 
field, western diplomatic sources 
said yesterday. 

They said the 68th Motorized Ri- 
fle Division, one of an estimated 
seven Soviet divisions comprising 
some 85,000 troops in Afghanistan, 
hod token the position within the 
past "couple of days." 

The 66th division previously had 
been reported deployed in and 
around Herat, a provincial city 
close to the Iranian border, and in 
Shindand. a major air base further 
south. 

There was no Independent way to 
confirm the diplomatic report of a 
Soviet troop buildup on the Iranian 
border. Communications with 
Herat are completely cut. 

Western correspondents in Kabul 
have been allowed to travel to other 
major provincial cities such as 
Jalalabad and Kandahar but none 
have reached Herat. The Kabul-to- 
Herat flight on Afghanistan’s 
domestic airlines has been cancell- 
ed repeatedly In recent days when 


correspondents have arrived to 
take the flight. 

They were told "had weather” in 
Herat prevented the flights, but 
long-time travellers said that Herat 
is blessed with clear winter 
weather at this time of year. 

At the UN, meanwhile, more 
Third World and non-aligned coun- 
tries yesterday condemned the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and 
voiced support for a resolution 
demanding the "total withdrawal of 
foreign troops” from that country. 

The emergency session of the 
General Assembly, only the sixth In 
its 34-year history, was expected to 
pass overwhelmingly late last night 
a resolution for the "immediate, 
unconditional and total withdrawal 
of foreign troops" from 
Afghanistan. 

Dozens of delegates have already 

accused the Soviet Union of In- 
vading the Moslem country in dis- 
regard of all international rules, 
among them the UN Charter. 

In Washington, President Jimmy 
Carter Sunday night issued a tough 
new warning that the U.S. would

Syria preparing strike,

"We are following 
developments vigilantly; we are 
prepared: and we are not in- 
timidated.” But he admitted that 
the reports were a cause for con- 
cern. 

The prime minister said Israel 
was not anxious for war. “We want 
peace on all our borders." 

The regime of President Hafez 
Assad in Syria was seriously under- 
mined, he declared. "It Is in a dif- 
ficult position. There are mutual 


massacres and fratricidal fighting 
between the Alawis and the Sun- 
nis." 

Begin reported that Israel was In 
possession of information that 
Syria had received huge quantities 
of Soviet arms after Assad last 
visited Moscow. These included 
latest model Mig-25 warplanes and 
T-72 tanks. “Thousands of Soviets 
In the guise of advisers have arriv- 
ed In Syria Lately, >f be revealed. 

He said that Assad was finding it 
a heavy burden to maintain 40,000 
soldiers in Lebanon in the ex- 
peditionary force there. 

Begin also predicted that any 
Palestinian state created in the 
West Bank or Gaza Strip would 
soon become a Soviet satellite. 

Begin noted that leaders of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization

NET ANY A. — The foreman and 
workers who built the cold storage 
warehouse at Kibbutz Givat Halm 
will be summoned to a police in- 
vestigation to determine their 
possible role in the collapse of the 
building's roof three months ago. 
Five people were killed when the 
newly poured concrete roof caved 
In. 

The police Investigation, The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday, 
follows a report by Labour Ministry 
and Tecbnion experts who say the 
disaster was caused by failure to 
follow construction plans correctly. 

The report took two months to 
compile and extends over 30 pages. 
It details qualify tests carried out 
on construction materials used in 
the building, and also gives the 
results of mathematical and 
engineering calculations. 

These calculations Indicate that 


there was no fault in the work of the 

architect and engineer concerned, 
that both did their work well. It was 
failure to follow their instructions 
properly that seems likely to have 
caused the collapse, the report 


says. 

The Sharon sub-district police, 
who received the report yesterday, 
refused to divulge further details.

The Knesset yesterday defeated a 
motion for the agenda by Moshe 
Dayan (Independent), opposing the 
re-establishment of the Ellon 
Moreh settlement at Jabal Kabir. 
The vote waa 42-40. 

Voting with the coalition against 
the motion were Moshe Shamir and 
Geula Cohen of Tehiya-Banai. 
Binyamln Halevy (Democratic 
Movement) and Samuel Flatto 
Sharon. 

Deputy Prime Minister Ylgael 
Yadin and his fellow Democrats 
(except for Halevy) voted with the 
opposition for the motion of Shlomo 
Hiliel (Alignment) to refer Dayan's 
motion to the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. 

Dayan himself abstained, later 
explaining that he had proposed a 
debate in the plenum. This, despite 
Ha having answered in the afflr- ' 
matlve when Deputy Speaker 
Pinhas Schelnman asked him 
whether he agreed to Hlllel's mo- 
tion (in place of his own). 

A second abstainer was Zalman 
Shoval (Likud-Rafl). who took that 
action to protest the reversal of the 
decision of the coalition executive 
earlier in the day to agree to refer 
Dayan's motion to committee. 
Shoval has always been close to 
Dayan. 

The reversal came while Minister 
without Portfolio Moshe Nisaim 
was in the middle of his reply to 
Dayan. Nisaim changed horses in 
midstream after receiving a note 
from Prime Minister Men ahem 
Begin. 

The events leading to the switch 
overshadowed anything Dayan and 
Nisaim had to say about Jabal 
Kabir or settlement policy in 
general. 

As Nisaim waa speaking. Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg took the un- 
usual step of challenging a fellow 
minister to the Knesset. "Are you 
replying to the motion as for- 
mulated. or discussing the 
government’s general conception 
on settlement?" 

Although Dayan’s motion waa 
worded "Not to establish the Ellon 
Moreh settlement at Jabal Kabir," 
in his speech he gave more 
emphasis to the importance of toe 
Knesset holding a ful-scale debate 
on general settlement policy. 

And Nissim found It extremely 
convenient to follow suit — speak- 
ing of "Israel’s right, if not duty, to 
settle anywhere in Eretz Yisrael” 
— rather than to defend the siting of 
the Jabal Kabir settlement near 
Nablus. Especially as he waa going 
to close by moving the referral of 
Dayan's motion to commi ttee . 
Burg’s intellection seems to have 


been triggered by pressure from 
Rabbi Haim Druckman, Burg’s 
colleague in toe National Religious 
Party and one of toe spokesmen in 
the Knesset for Gush Emun lrn. It 
touched off much hurrying and 
acurrylng in the chamber, with 
Druckman, Yehuda Ben-Meir 
(NRP) and the Likud’s Moshe 
Arena and Yosef Rom converging 
on coalition chairman Halm Corfu. 
Then Druckman and Rom. joined 
by toe Likud’s Avraham Sharlr, 
Michael Dekel and Peasah 
Grupper, hurried over to Begin.

Alignment faction chairman 
Moshe ShahAl concluded that the 
government could cot be relied on 
to correct these faults and that the 
solution was to give the Knesset 
Committee on State Control more 
power. The empty cabinet table 
was Indicative of the government’s 
contempt for the state comp- 
troller’s report, he said. 

But even coalition deputies foiled 
to defend the government. 
Avraham Melamed (National 
Religious Party) noted that the 
government had not yet establish- 
ed any committee that was actually 
following up the state comptroller's 
findings and recommendations. 
And Shlomo Gross (Agudat 
Ylarael) said that officials wasted 
government funds and slouched on 
the job — and got away with It. 

Shmuel Toledano (Shai), chair- 
man of the State Control Com- 
mittee, noted that Minister without 
Portfolio Moshe Nissim (who was 
present during most of the debate) 
had been charged by the govern- 
ment eight months ago with submit- 
ting a synopsis of the comptroller's 
findings to the cabinet for discus- 
sion. - But as yet no such discussion 
had been held. 

Yosef Tamlr (Shai) said that only 
S per cent of the shortcomings 
reported by the state comptroller 
have been corrected. He said that 


106 officials who were suspended 
four, five, six or seven years ago for 
various infractions were still draw* 
Ing a salary. 

Both Tamlr and Shahal said it 
was time the state comptroller 
dropped his policy of preserving the 
anonymity of the officials responsi*

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Mordeohal Vlrahubskl (Shal) 
proposed that the state comptroller 
issue a report on the larger 
municipalities once a year instead 
of once in four years. He also 
suggested that ministers, in 
delivering their annual report on 
their ministries to the Knesset, In-

.tation of the state comptroller’s 
recommendations. 

Two speakers referred to the 
state comptroller’s comments on 
the Litan!

They , 
considered this demeaning and an 
expression of a discriminatory 
policy.

GAZA. — Six youths destroyed a 
cafe In Gaza late Sunday night In 
apparently another outburst of 
violence by Moslem extremists. 
The latest disturbance broke a five- 
day lull following the declaration of 
a truce between feuding religious 
and leftist forces. 

The owner of the cafe, located In 
El-Burelj refugee camp near Delr 
al-Balafa, was beaten up by the 
youths, who then destroyed all the 
cafe’s bottles of liquor and burned

000. 

No arrests were reported by the 
police, who are searching for 
suspects. 

Observers say that the Burelj 
camp is the centre of one of three 
reactionary Moslem societies that 
sprung up following last week's 


riots in Gaza by Islamic fanatics. 
The societies oppose the sale of li- 
quor In Gaza and the spread of what 
their leaders regard as "evil 
secular Influences." 

In particular, the Moslem leaders 
object to plans to establish a 
secular university In the Gaza 
Strip. At present there is only an 
Islamic college In Gaza. Ita 
management was the lasue that 
triggered the disturbances last 
week. 

The target of the militant 
students. Dr. Heidar Abdul-Shafl, 
denies that he or any of his sup- 
porters' have any Interest In taking I 
over the college. “1 have no quarrel 1 
with the religious leaders." says 
Shafl. The chairman of the Gaza 
Red Crescent Society, and a 
vociferous backer of the PLO, Shafi 
has tried to ease the situation by 
refraining from attacking the ex- 
tremists.

Promised jobs while abroad, 
social workers feel pinch

Social workers wbo were special- 
ly recruited by Israeli represen- 
tatives abroad have found 
themselves jobless after coming on 
aliya as a result of economic con- 
ditions, Dr. Ellezer Jalfe of the 
Israel Social Workers' Association 
said yesterday. 

The association Is preparing a 
letter-writing campaign to press 
the government to open frozen Job 
slots In the social services for new 
olim. 

Several dozen social workers who 
were recruited In the U.S. by a joint 
effort of the Jewish Agency and the 
government — and were told that 
there were "hundreds" of suitable 
jobs in Israel — are out of work, 
Jaffe stated. 

One of the social workers 
recruited in New York after being 
told of "600 available jobs" Is Gila 
Berman, 26, who came on aliya a 
year ago with two years' working 
experience and a master's degree 
in social work. 

She studied Hebrew and got a job 
at the Had&ssah University 
Hospital's onoology department, 
receiving a monthly IL6.000 stipend 
from the Absorption Ministry. But 
now Hadaasah is unable to pay her

art returned 

SAFAD (Itim). — The 34 paintings 
by the late Shalom (the Zelger- 
macber) Moacovitz that were 
stolen while he was on hla death bed 
in hospital were recently returned 
to the artist's home by the thief.

Army study finds link

— Recent 
research among soldiers in the 
Israel Defence Forces indicates 
that smokers are more susceptible 
to flu virus than non-smokers, 
Army Radio reported yesterday. 

Dr. Moshe Levyosh told on inter- 
viewer that the study had been done 
with a sample of 336 recruits who 
had the Russian flu in 1978. The in- 
cidence of flu among smokers was 
50 per cent higher than among non- 
smokers, he said. 

Smoking seemed to have no effect 
on the severity of the case, he add- 
ed.

Iran warns U.S. allies 
after UN vote fails 


TEHERAN. — The Iranian govern- 
ment yesterday urged allies of the 
U.S. not to back any unilateral U.S. 

.action against Iran. 

The Iranian Foreign Ministry 
statement was the first official 
reaction to a UN Security Council 
vote, in' which a U.S. -sponsored 
resolution ' for sanctions against 
Iran was vetoed by the Soviet 
Union. 

The vote was 10-2, with two 
abstentions. China did not par- 
ticipate. The Soviet Union and East 
Germany cast negative votes and 
Mexico and Bangladesh abstained. 
Voting In favour were the U.S., Bri- 
tain, France, Norway, Portugal, 
the Philippines, Jamaica, Tunisia, 
Niger and Zambia. 

After the vote, U.S. Ambassador 


Donald McHenry strongly Renounc- 
ed the Soviet move which, ne said. 


“was designed to buy Iran's silence 
on Afghanistan." 

"Now that the baseless and 
obstinate attempts of America have 
been defeated, we insistently de- 
mand that other governments do 
not enter the political games of 
America and refrain from any 


measure which would result in the 
straining of relations between our 
countries," the Iranian Foreign 
Ministry said. 

In a separate statement Iran's 
neighbours In the Persian Gulf 
were warned not to -become in- 
' volved in any unilateral action or 
tacit agreement about the security 
of the Hormuz Strait, the strategic 
nansows used for shipping hall the 
Western world's oil Imports. 

In the Security Council, -Oleg 
Troyanovaky. the chief Soviet 
delegate, said the question was a 
conflict between the U.S. and Bran. 

“The Soviet Union has consistent- 
ly, opposed, and continues to oppose 
any steps by the U.S. aimed at exer- 
' ting pressure on Iran," he said. 

"Bran has' done nothing which 
constitutes a threat to international 
peace and security." 

Meanwhile SO U.S. hostages spent 
their 72nd day in captivity yester- 
day and Iran's foreign minister 
said the stalemate could go on 
"more or less forever" if the U.S. 
refuses to return deposed shah 
Moham med Reza Pahlavi.

New drug seems to make 
cancer cells ‘normal’ again 


LONDON (Reuter). — A Spanish 
doctor has discovered a new drug 
which, if further teats prove 
positive, could radically alter the 
treatment of cancer, a medical ex- 
pert said yesterday. 

The first results of the work of Dr. 
Mario Gonsalves have Just been 
published in Che authoritative 
British medical magazine, "The 
Lancet." 

The drug, called thioprollne, 
works on the principle of converting 
cancer cells back to normal instead 
of killing them. 

While one cancer expert called 
the development possibly the 
greatest advance since methotrex- 
ate (used for treatment of 
leukemia), another cautioned that 
the drug needs further testing 
before its effectiveness can be judg- 
ed. 

Dr. Gonsalves sought a drug 
which would prevent cancer cells 
from multiplying and forming a 


lump when they came into contact 
with other cells. Normal cells stop 
increasing in number when they 
touch one another. 

He found after several tests that a 
synthetic substance with the 
chemical name thioprollne stopped 
the cancer cells from multiplying In 
laboratory experiments in the 
Cllnlca Puerta de Hierro in Madrid. 

But further tests on animals had 
no effect, so Dr. Gonsalves tried the 
drug on humans with the assistance 
of Dr. Antonio Brugarolas at a 
hospital in Oviedo. 

It was used on 82 patients and 14 
responded, six with complete 
remission of the disease. There 
were no apparent aide-effects. 

Most of the patients who respond- 
ed had squamous (scale-like) 
cancer of the head or neck, but 
three were suffering from lung, 
kidney and breast cancer. When the 
patients stopped taking the drug, 
the cancery reappeared.

JDL linked to bombing of 
Aeroflot office in New York 


NEW YORK (UPI). — A bomb 
blast tore through the New York 
City office of the Soviet airline 
Aeroflot on Sunday evening, spray- 
ing glass onto Fifth Avenue and 
slightly injuring at least four 
pasaersby. 

Police said an officer assigned to 
-guard the ground-floor office at 
83rd Street and Fifth Avenue saw a 
man wearing a ski-mask toss a 
package Into -the glass window 
shortly after 6 pan. Officer Jack 
Troy grappled briefly with the man, 
who broke free and ran away. The 
bomb went off within a few seconds. 
Police said they took "a possible 
suspect” Into custody. 

Telephone callers cl aiming to 
belong to the Jewish Defence 
League and Omega 7 — an anti- 
Castro Cuban terrorist group — 
separately claimed responsibility 


for the bombing of the office, which 
was closed at the time. 

A caller who said he was a JDL 
member told UPI: "Our members 
of the Jewish Defence League have 
taken this action to protest the im- 
prisonment of Anatoly 
Shcharansky and Ida NudeL" He 
said "three million Jews must be 
freed. Our actions will not be 
stopped. Never again." 

In Moscow, the official Tasa newa 
agency yesterday said U.S. 
authorities were to blame for the 
bomb attack. 


The State Department condemn- 
ed the bombing "In the strongest 
terms." Spokesman Hodaing 
Carter said that "such acta of 
violence accomplish nothing except 
to endanger the lives of Innocent 
people.” 


IOC: Moscow to remain site 
of Games despite boycotts 


LONDON (Reuter).— The Olympic 
Games will go on in Moscow next 
summer whether or not Western 
countries organize an individual or 
collective boycott because of the 
Soviet Union’s intervention in 
Afghanistan, Olympic officials said 
here yesterday.

pic Committee (IOC), when aaked 
to comment on reporta that the U.S. 
and other governments were con- 
sidering a boycott, said: “There 
will be no change of venue." 


“We do not go back on our word. In 
any event, it would be physically 
impossible to change the venue." 

Lord Killanin, in a message 
earlier thia month, pointed out that 
It was not compulsory for any 
national Olympic committee to 
accept an Invitation to take part in 
the - games.

Tito’s operation

BELGRADE (UPI)- — Surgery 
performed on Sunday on 87-year- 
old President Josip Bros Tito has 
not been successful, an official 
bulletin said yesterday.

ALAWITES from the extreme 
southeast of Anatolia are the 
newest group seeking political 
asylum in Holland, following a 
group of Syrian Orthodox 
Christians from the same region. 
They claim that they are 
persecuted by Sunni Moslems in 
Turkey, where life has become un- 
bearable for them. Several score 
Alawltes have arrived In Holland 
since 111 members of this Moslem 
sect were killed by a mob in the 
town of Mar ash a year ago. 

Their applications tor political 
asylum have so far been rejected 
by the Dutch authorities, who main- 
tain that they would not be in real 
danger If they would return to 
Turkey. Their case received little 
publicity until their lawyers, as In 
the case of the Syrian Orthodox and 
of other aliens seeking asylum In 
Holland, turned to the. highest 
appeal body In such cases In 
Holland, the Council of State. A 
decision from the council may take 
months and usually applicants have 
meanwhile been allowed to stay in 
Holland. But the authorities have 
decided that the Alawltes must wait 
outside of Holland. 

Many of them have gone "into 
hiding" with Dutch families after 
changing their official address 
from towns like Almelo or 
Enschede in the east of the country 
where they first arrived to Amster- 
dam.

Alduy. albeit extremely sym- 
pathetic to Israel, did not reject the 
idea of an Arafat visit — perh j -a 
evidence of a shortcoming In 
Israel's Information contacts in 
Paris. Alduy Is vice-president of the 
big France-Iarael friendship 
association in the Assembly. 

Senator Francis Palmero (UDF- 
cen trial] secretary of the Senate 
Foreign Affairs and Armed Forces 
committee, is also vice-president of 
the France-Israel friendship 
association in the upper house. He 
had this to soy on the subject: 

"Before coming here, Arafat 
would have to recognize Israel’s ex- 
istence. and accept Security Coun- 
cil resolutions 242 and 338. Local 
and world opinion would frown if he 
were invited In return for trivial 
gestures and empty promises.

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YOU HAVE to wonder why the Israeli 
homeowner would be interested in video- 
cassette recorders (VCRs). It's not as if he 
could be watching' a live broadcast of the 
Wimbledon tennis finals in living- colour and 
not want to miss “The Godfather" running 
on a second channel, a dilemma VCRs have 
solved by enabling the viewer to tune into 
one while recording the other. 

Nor does he need a VCR to tape a Marx 
Brothers classic on at 1 a.m.. so he can wake 
up after a good night's sleep and still have a 
few laughs the next day. A VCR won't save 
families from splitting up from continuous 
rows over who gets to watch their a favourite 
programme when two are scheduled at the 
same time. No such crises are apt to occur 
with the black-and-white palaver served up 
by Israel television or, if you can receive it, 
the innocuous broadcast from Amman. 

There is another advantage of VCRs: 
recording that not-to-be-missed evening of 
TV programmes automatically so ycu can 
enjoy a night out on the town. Can anyone 
remember when such a decision was a 
problem here? 

So how, then, can the sale of some 3,000 
VCRs in Israel be accounted for at a current 
cost of over ILlOO.OOO per unit? (Add IL60,000 
plus if you don't already own a colour TV.) 
Part of the answer is institutional sales. In- 
dustry, schools, the IDF, and kibbutzim have 
taken up a large chunk of the market And an 
increasing number of nightclubs and caf£s, 
particularly in the Tel Aviv area, are offer- 
ing VCR-screened films or disco acts as part 
of the nocturnal ambiance. Or, if American 
football is your thing, the Cafe Video at the 
Sheraton hotel has been jamming people in 
to watch on a large, 72-inch screen, pituitary 
cases smash their heads together. 

As far the private market, there are a few 
possible explanations. One is the be-the-flrst- 
one-on-your-block syndrome of owning the 
latest word in home entertainment. Even as 
Hurwltz 1s cutting into the flesh, there is still 
a little epidermis left over to turn your 
living-room into a high-technology television 
studio. (A VCR optional video camera and 
microphone permits instant screening of 
home movies.) 

Or you can record “Mabat" and preserve 
those historical moments when the cabinet 
secretary announces that Eilon Moreh will 
be evacuated next week, or the New 
Economic guaranteed-to-stop-inflation-plan 
is served up. (Guess you don't really need a 
VCR to see those events played over and 
over again.) VCRs also enable you to visit 
the in-laws without having to miss . the 
umpteenth episode of “Upstairs, Down-' 
stairs" or the “Match of the Week." But then 
what will be your excuse for not going? 

Actually, it's the Sabbath observers 
among us who have the most plausible ex- 
planation for purchasing a VCR. Thanks to 
this wonder of high technology, never again ' 
will they have to live with the frustration of 
sacrificing John Dean and his bunch or the 
cops-and-robbers stuff on Friday night for 
their religious principles. 

Probably the main benefit of owning a 
VCR in Israel is being able to screen feature 
films on your home television. Commercial 
video cassette outlets have opened in the

This VHS system — the first on the Israeli 
market — offers a slim-line compact design 
that features lightweight manoeuvrability 
for easy handling.

The stop-action freeze and slow- 
motion playback will appeal to sports 
enthusiasts who want to capture the image at 
a crucial moment during the game. Like 
some of the other models, it comes equipped 
with an eight-day digital clock-timer which, 
means you can leave home for a full week 1 
and still have your TV f avourite waiting for 
you when you return. This applies to a single 
recording of one programme or a serial 
recording of dally TV shows. 

Consumers would do well to keep two. 
things in mind in considering the purchase of 
a VCR unit.

This means 
that building a cassette library by itself can 
be an expensive proposition. Also, if you are 
t »h<nidng about laying a unit here and having 
someone send you cassettes of American TV 
programmes, you better think twice. 

The difference in cycles between the

and the incompatibility of the U.S, (NTSC) 
and European (PAL) systems make it. 
problematic to play such cassettes here. 
Only the Sony U-Matic has been able to 
match the systems, but with this model, the 
maximum cassette time is one hour. 

If you 'plan to buy a VCR, you might 
remember how much the price dropped on 
colour TV sets and digital watches since they 
first came out on the market and consider

IF THERE'S one specific formula 
for success In the field of elec- 
tronics, it can be summed up in a 
single word — advertising. Japan 
stands head and shoulders above 
the rest of the world in reaping 
revenues from electronics, not only 
because of the quality of its 
products, but because the 
Japanese, after World War n, were 
quick to realize that it really does 
pay to advertise. 

In the category of sound equip- 
ment, from transistorised pocket 
radios to fully accessorised stereo 
sets, brand names such as Sony. 
National, Sanyo, Akai and Hitachi 
have become household words. 

Their product ranges are 
available in most countries, in- 
cluding Israel, and all spend 
millions to advertise not so much 
the product, as the firm. You'll see 
their names In flashing neon lights, 
on praters, stickers, TV commer- 
cials, cinema screens and half-to 
full-page advertisements in 
newspapers. 

Companies with smaller adver- 
tising budgets, but with products 
which are equally good and 
sometimes better, remain virtually 
anonymous, receiving due recogni- 
tion mainly from publications 
specifically devoted to sound equip- 
ment. 

"An International brand name 
firm could manufacture junk and 
people would still buy It, because 
it’s the label that sells" says Gad 
Levy, proprietor of Radio Levy in 
Shamai St., Jerusalem. 

Levy credits advertising with be- 
ing a major influential factor in the 
ultimate choice of a stereo set, but 
places budgetary considerations 
higher on the scale. 

The average customer, he con- 
cedes. doesn't know too much about 
stereos, and most of the Informa- 
tion that he has, is based on the ex- 
perience of a friend or neighbour. 
Most of the time, he has not decided 
in advance whether he wants to buy 
separate Items or a compact unit 
which Includes a radio, record 
player and recorder. 

Having ascertained the spending 
power of the potential customer. 
Levy then seeks to find the purpose 
for the purchase. The person who 
wants to establish an Instant disco 
in his home, will not necessarily be

interested In the same equipment 
as the person who wants to sit back 


and listen to good music. 

Other details to be taken into ac- 
count are the size of the room for 
which the stereo set is designated, 
and the number of speakers. 

When It comes to the latter. Levy 
is not an advocate of blue and 
white, stating bluntly that Israeli- 
made speakers are Inferior In quali- 
ty. 

Stereo greenhorns give 


themselves away by their speaker 
selections. "People who don't real- 
ly understand what stereo is all 
about, will almost invariably opt 
for large speakers, because they 
think that the larger the speaker 
the better the sound," says lev y. 
"That's a total misconception." 

Levy offers a word of wisdom to 
stereo shoppers. "Stereo without HI 
FI is worthless. It's the Hi Fi ele- 


ment which determines a good 
stereo set." 

How does the amateur know 
whether one set Is a better buy than 
another? Do all those Impressive 
arrays of buttons, switches and 
lights convey more than confusion? 

With more than 20 different brand 
names in stock. Levy backs off 
from that one. “Don’t expect me to 
point out the merits of one brand 
name over another," he protests. 
But he does go so far as to say that 
the quality of stereo equipment 
doesn't 'vary too much from one 
well-known brand to another, un- 
leu one or more of these firms ac- 
tually specialises In stereo equip- 
ment. 

Levy repeats the extent to which 
Japan has cornered the Inter- 
national market. "Even Germany 
is flooded with Japanese 
equipment," he says. 

While Levy has a mixed clientele, 
Rami Ron in Hlllel Street, holds a 
large attraction for the 30- and un- 
der age group. Ron's two main 
brands are Pioneer and JVC, 
names of which Jerusalemites were 
Ignorant until two years ago. 

"They're better than any of the 
more publicised manufacturers," 
asserts salesman Yosal Desheh. 
How does he know? Holding an 
engineering degree in electronics 
helps. All five salesmen at Rami 
Ron have the same qualifications. 

Desheh claims that Pioneer and 
JVC are way ahead of competitors 
when it comes to strength and sen- 
sitivity. "We wouldn't touch some 
of those other brands," he says, but 
declines to be specific. 

Desheh estimates that some 80 
per cent of his clients know exactly 
what they want, but admits that 
what they want is not always in har- 
mony with what they can afford to 
spend. 

To make It easier for them to 
finalise their decisions, Rami Ron 
is offering discounts of up to 40 per 
cent on all stereo sets, which 
represents quite a savings when the 
original retail price can be ILlOO.- 
OOO.

ISRAELIS these days can be divid- 
ed Into two categories: those who 
own colour TV sets and those plan- 
ning to buy one. This year 
thousands of Israeli families bought 
colour TV sets. In the rush to buy 
the expensive sets, some Israelis 
who tried to cut a corner and bought 
a "metzia, " got burned. 

Hanan Geyor, managing director 
of the Shekem, told a recent press 
conference of a woman who called a 
Tadlran technician to fix her colour 
TV set. The technician came, 
checked the serial number on the 
set, noticed that it was a stolen set 
and called the police. The police 
confiscated the set and opened a file 
against the woman. She claimed 
that she had bought the TV at a 
very low price, not knowing that it 
was a "hot" set. Now she has lost 
the TV set and is to be charged for 
buying stolen property. 

Oeyor also said that consumers 


are being swindled with counterfeit 
Grundig colour TV sets. These 
bogus sets are being assembled In 
Egypt from parts ma nufactu r ed in 
Greece. From Egypt, the sets are 
smuggled via Sinai to the Gaza 
Strip, from which they make the 
way to Tel Aviv, Jerusalem, and 
Haifa. Only when the set breaks 
down does the buyer realize that 
the set is not a German-made one. 

Geyor'a ad via e: Be choosy before 
you buy. and shop only at reliable 
stores. 

Michael Akilov, a veteran 
merchant and owner of Salon Alien* 
by. 113 in Tel Aviv, advices visiting 
several stores, before deciding 
which set to buy. 

He also advises that if yon import 
a colour TV set by yourself, you 
should make-sure that the set has 
an agent In the country, to ensure 
service and spare parts. 

Maya Tavorl, managing director 


of the Israel Consumer’s Council 
(IOC), warned against paying tar' 
the TV before receiving it, She says 
one should not even pay a deposit 
The ICC has received quite a 
number of complaints during the 
past few months about companies 
which had gone bankrupt, and peo- 
ple losing their money. She ad- 
vocates comparing prices between 
'stores before buying, but warns 
that there should not be too much of 
a difference between one store and 
another. If there *« a great 
difference, one should not buy . 
before seeing the guarantee and 
making sure the sot is approved by 
the Israel Standard’s Institute 
(IS«. 

The HI recently announced that 
they are now preparing a standard 
for colour seta. This will give 
minimum requirements of basic 
things such as how it receives 
colour pictures. At present, the. 
standard covers only the safety of ; 
the set. 

Maya Tavorl also warned that if 
you are offered a set on the Instal- 
ment plan, you must check careful- . 
ly how much interest you will have 
to pay. 

Aak around among friends and ' 
neighbours who already have a ' 
colour TV, to see if they are pleased 
with it, and the colour, and the ser- . 
vice. 

Ms. Tavorl ’s final advice is to 
wait a little longer. She believes 
that prices will drop and says she - 
has heard of a number of importers 
who are stuck with goods in bonded 
warehouses, and cannot sell, i

Akilov admits that there has been 
about a 40 per cent drop In sales 
since Hurvitz became Finance ;

How video can help the hard of hearing 

Mianlyn "Mauler sees a less-publicised side of the video scene. 


THQllGHT of as primarily for 
arauwment, video equipment also 
baa teaching value, particularly for 
the hearing-impaired. Movie and 
Sira strip projectors, as well as 
specially designed video systems, 
are now being used in the 
classroom often to facilitate lear- 
ning tor the dedf. 

One of the more interesting 
devices being used is a video 
system known as the LIFE Project 
(Language Improvement to 
Facilitate Education). A combina- 
tion television-computer cum 

headphones, this machine 
stimulates language learning 
through the use of a series of 
visual clues, while keeping learning 
run for the child. Made by General 
Electric, the system is used at the 
Nlv School for the Deaf in Tel Aviv. 
Marcello, an li-year-old student 
who is. almost totally deaf, recently 
showed me how the machine is us- 
ed. 

The youngster, with her speech 
teacher beside her. sat herself 
down in front of the television 
screen. Pushing her pony-tail aside, 
she' removed her hearing aids, 
clamped on a set of headphones 
connected to the TV, and adjusted 
them, to allow for maximum 
volume. . 

, While Marcello was getting ready 
her- teacher chose a film strip on 
babies for the speech lesson, and in- 
serted It Into the machine. The first 
picture appeared on the television 
screen, with the word "babies” (in 
Hebrew) on top and three il- 
luxtr.-iUrjns below, only, one .or which 
Mnlrhed the word description. The 
illiiHlmtlnns were la turn keyed to a 


mini-computer via a set of buttons 
on a small console in front of 
Marcelle. 

It was Marcello's job to match 
the word "babies” with the ap- 
propriate picture by pressing the 
correct button, and then to make up 
a sentence describing the picture. 
She did this by speaking Into a 
microphone connected to her 
headphones, which amplified her 
voice far beyond the amplification 
she ordinarily receives with her 
own hearing aids. When her teacher 
was satisfied that she had 
pronounced the sentence correctly, 
Marcelle was allowed to advance 
the film to the next frame by press- 
ing a green "go" button on the com- 
puter console. Marcelle worked her 
way through a aeries of pictures, 
with her teacher correcting errors 
in pronunciation and grammar. For 
Marcelle, the reward of advancing 
the film by herself when she 
succeeded made the lesson more of 
a game, while at the same time she 
received toe benefit of clearer feed- 
back on her own speech. 

For the hearing-impaired 
youngster, unlike Marcelle, who 
attends classes with hearing 
children, visual clues are far more 
Important than aeeoustlc Ones in 
receiving the teacher's message. 
Hearing aids rarely provide IheJr 
wearers with normal bearing, and 
most deaf people depend heavily on 
speech-rending (or llp-rcadlng as 11 
is populnrly called). This can pose 
special problems for the hearing- 
impaired student if the teacher- 
wants to use filmed material. With 
Ihe lights turned down to view the 
movie or film strip. Lhc deaf child Is 


both literally and figuratively In the 
dark. If the verbal accompaniment 
to the film Is on tape, the deaf child 
can hear little. If any, of the ex- 
planation. If the teacher provides 
the verbal accompaniment, the 
hearing-impaired child is deprived 
by the darkness ot the opportunity 
to spccch-read. 

To combat this problem, there 
are now special- film projectors on 
the market that can be used In or- 
dinary daylight. With the lights still 
on. the deaf student can still "hear" 
the teacher’s explanation of the 
filmed material by speech-reading. 

Often, regular overhead projec- 
tors can also be used in daylight 
without sacrificing clarity. With 
these projectors, the teacher uses 
transparencies which arc placed on 
the projector and magnified and 
projected onto & screen at the front 
of the room. The transparencies 
can be bought ready made on a sub- 
ject, or the teacher can write his 
own material while the projector Is 
In uac. In tola way the projector 
functions ns a blackboard, but with 
the advantage that the teacher need 
not turn his head away from the 
class while writing out the 
material. 

Shcma, the organization for the 
education and rehabilitation of 
hearing-impaired youth, maintains 
n large stock of captioned film 
strips, which may be used in 
regular film strip projectors in 
classes of both hearing and 
hearing-impaired students. 

Taken as a group, or in Individual 
use. Lhcsc video devices afford the 
hearing-impaired youngster more 
versatility In the learning process.

The heroine is "modern" 
even In the historical settings. 
She is neither poor nor 
beautiful, but must have 
"character” and arouse the 
reader’s Immediate sympathy, 
which the hero need not.

The sweet smell of the 
sewer cleaning business

TEL AVIV. — In these days ot 
recession It's {food to bear that 
there are still some Israeli success 
stories In the business world. 

This one deals with a press 
photographer, Yehuda Zion, owner 
of the Hetz agency, who decided to 
switch his line of work three years 
ago. Today he Is the managing 
director of Setem Pipe which 
supplies sewer cleaning services. 
The firm's turnover this year Is ex- 
pected to .reach about IL40m., a 
jump from ILflm. in 1979. 

Zion explained that what made 
him abandon his profession was a 
photography assignment to an in- 
ternational exhibition of 
hydrological equipment in Ger- 
many. “There I saw some of the 
moat modern equipment In the 
sewer -pipe cleaning Industry. When 
I came home I was surprised to 
hear that Israel was way behind. In 
this specialized field," he said. 

Zion soon sold his agency and 
bought a machine to clean blocked 
pipes. He worked according to the 
hydro-dynamic system of clearing 
pipes and not the conventional 
mechanical system used by 
plumbers here. 

At the start his men were busy 
clearing blocked pipes In residen- 
tial buildings. But news about 
Setem spread fast and It was not 
long before institutions and 
municipalities were demanding Its 
services. 

Zion claims that the way he 
cleans pipes under high water 
pressure, the pipes come out like 


new, sometimes saving 
'municipalities the expense of put- 
ting In new pipes. 

As is often the case in success 
stories, about a year ago Isras, the 
Investment company of Rassco. 
decided to buy out 3etem. 

Zion collected IL2m. from Isras 
and continues as the firm's manag- 
ing director. Since Isras took over, 
more than CLlOm. has been In- 
vested In new equipment. This has 
enabled Setem to branch out Into in- 
dustrial cleaning of plpea, boilers, 
and containers in the 
petrochemical Industry. 

Tel Aviv municipality uses Setem 
for emergency services. To clean 
blocked sewers at private houses 
the company charges between 
ILSOO and IL700. It employs about 
80 workers, aild has SC trucks and 
service vehicles. 

Setem now plans to go into the 
field of Installing solar heaters. It 
turns out that this field is wide open 
at present, since the majority of 
manufacturers do not Install their 
heaters. The company la also 
weighing the possibility of entering 
the field of general plumbing. In ad- 
dition Zion has nis eye on the 
fumigation and pest control \ 
business. j 

The trade mark of Setem in its j 
advertisements is a man holding 
his nose. "The work we do may not 
be sweet-smelling, but the money 
from it sure is," Zion says. ■ 

Zion la not worried about the pre- 
sent economic situation, being con- 
vinced that sewer pipes will con- 
tinue to get clogged — and that his 
services will be needed.

TEL AVIV. - Officiate of the CAL 
cargo airline yesterday rebutted 
charges levelled recently at them 
by El Al and by MK Peaaah 
Crupper that It was losing money, 
that two out of four of its leased 
planes were idle for lack of cargo, 
and that since El Al was cheaper, 
CAL didn’t have a right to exist and 
should be disbanded. 

Arle “Arlk" Nebamkin. the head 
of the HI 3tadrut-af filiated Moshav 
Movement, who la also board chair- 
man of CAL, told a press con- 
ference here that El Al’s offer to fly 
ear^o to Europe at S3 60 a ton was 
simply “ridiculous.” El Al, be said, 
waa only making this offer so that it 
could close down CAL. Rid of ita 
competition, El Al would then start 
hiking Ita rates to where they had 
been before CAL came into ex- 
istence. 

Shlomo Tiroah. secretary of the 
Association of Commercial Flower 
Growers, told The Post bitterly that 
in the past El Al had literally 
cheated growers by charging 
needless high cargo rates. But for 
CAL, which had whittled down the 
price of air cargoes, there would 
not be any flower exports today, he 
said. He alao claimed that If CAL 
were given a free hand, without El 
Al’s Interference, Its current rates 
could be further lowered. 

Safrir Nelkin, the president of 
CAL, said that one of the reasons 
that two of the company's Jumbo 
planes aren't flying is the shortfall 
in produce exports. This happened 
because more farmers went over to 
private exporters, abandoning 
Agrexco. which uses CAL. 

The private exporters fly their 
cargo in available space on El Al 
and foreign airlines on their regular 
commercial runs. The freakish In- 
dian summer weather also con- 
tributed to the drop in exports. 
Because of the financial squeeze, 
some farmers, and especially 
flower growers, have stopped their 
work and are not exporting any 
more, Nelkin sold. 

By reorganizing Its packaging 
procedures, CAL Is able to squeeze 
In more produce (especially 
flowers, which do-not weigh much 
but use up a lot of space) is able to 
carry more produce than other

tourist charter company In addition 
to carrying cargoes. 

CAL was formed in 1976 chiefly 
by the various farm organisations 
in an effort to lower air cargo rates. 
The line does not own its planes but 
charters them during tbe winter 
months (October till May) when 
large quantities of agricultural 
produce arc exported to Europe. 

Nelkin explained that CAL 

charges extremely low rates for fly- 
ing goods here from Europe 
because this enables it to reduce 
rates further for the exporting 
formers. 

MICE A L YUDEIMAN adds: 

El Al is preparing an overall plan 
for exporting agricultural products 
that will save the Israeli market 
hundreds of millions of pounds, if it 
is used Instead of CAL’ 3 export 
system, an El Al spokesman said 
yesterday. 

The plan, which will be based on 
optimal combinations of cargo ac- 
cording to available space on El Al 
flights, will be presented to the 
government and agricultural 
authorities within the next few 
weeks, he said. 

Charging CAL with incurring 
losses nearing hundreds of millions 
of pounds a year, the spokesman 
demanded that the government 
reconsider the agricultural export 
system. “The separate existence of 
CAL is a waste the state cannot af- 
ford." 

CAL was originally established to 
reduce the freight rates of 
agricultural exports, the 
spokesman said, but in fact It rais- 
ed Lhem considerably. While CAL 
charges an average of 51.000 to 51,- 
300 per ton, El Al charges 5430 to 
5700. The rates vary according to 
the type of cargo and its destina- 
tion. 

The spokesman explained that El 
Al's plan is more efficient, among 
other things, because El Al flies 
cargo to any European destination, 
including England, whereas CAL 
files only to Cologne In Germany. 
Moreover, CAL does not publish its 
rates, but divides ita costs among 
al! the agricultural organizations it 
services at the end of each year, the 
spokesman added.

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Respite for Peres 


TO THE OUTSIDE observer, there is an element of poetic 
justice in the shadow-boxing over leadership in the Labour Par- 
ty. For the challenge to the authority of party chairman Shimon 
Peres is easily reminiscent of his own calculated defiance, while 
defence minister, of Premier Yitzhak Rabin only a few years 
ago. 

On the other hand there is also some justice in Mr. Peres, who 
has almost single-handedly carried the burden of reviving 
Labour's spirits after the abject defeat of May 1977, winning a 
massive vote of confidence at Sunday’s central committee 
meeting. 

To view Labour's condition in terms of an Allon v. Peres con- 
test is, however, to miyi the main point. 

Six years after Golda Meir was forced to step down. Labour 
has still not succeeded in choosing a leadership that commands 
genuine and deep-seated support of a majority of its rank and 
file. 

To be sure, Labour is not alone in its failure to resolve the 
Issue of succession. 

Ihe National Religious Party has not yet agreed, on a new 
leadership, 10 years after the demise of Moshe Haim Shapiro. 
And one shudders to think of the wars of Gog and Magog that 
will in all likelihood break out in the Likud, and even within 
He rut itself, when it is Mr. Be gin’s turn to retire from the 
political scene. 

Labour's problem Is, however, much more pressing, if only 
because the party is supposed to offer the one realistic alter- 
native to the present Likud regime. 

In terms of programme, the nature of this alternative is, to 
put it mildly, not very clear. The party's years in opposition, 
usually considered a golden opportunity for hammering out 
fresh policy proposals, have so far been a waste. 

Mr. Peres’s party has no message to win back hundreds of 
thousands of defecting and alienated voters. What Labour 
stands for, or against, is, if anything even more obscure today 
than it was in the last elections. The party’s fitfully rising 
strength in the polls is strictly a function of Likud weakness. 

In his close to three years as Labour’s head, Mr. Feres has 
chosen to play it safe. He has performed yeoman service as a 
technician in rebuilding the shattered .party machine. As 
strategist, however, he has preferred to keep his troops (as well 
as former — and presumably future — coalition allies) happy 
under his command, than to mount a bold — if risky — political 
offensive for the eventual capture of the government fort. 

In Sunday’s central committee vote Mr. Peres won a tem- 
porary respite from challenges to his formal position of 
leadership. There is every reason to believe that the challenge 
will be renewed, more vigorously at the coming party conven- 
tion in mid-year. 

What Mr. Peres does with the respite granted him will help 
determine this country's political course in the next few years. 


The Jerusalem Post in Egypt 


A HIGH Egyptian official was heard to complain, during last 
week's summit in Aswan, that it took two to three weeks to ob- 
tain a copy of The Jerusalem Post. This, be pointed out, made it 
difficult to use the paper profitably in following current 
developments. 

As of today, this difficulty has been removed. From now on 
The Post, sent directly from Jerusalem, will be on sale in Cairo 
on the day of publication. So, too, will be other Israeli 
newspapers in both Hebrew and Arabic. 

The arrangement is, needless to say, reciprocal. Egyptian 
newspapers and magazines will from now on be sent here 
directly from Cairo, and they will he on sale on news-stand a in 
Israel as well as in the West Bank and the Gaza District. 

An agreement to this effect was signed in the Egyptian capital 
three weeks ago between representatives of The Post and Egyp- 
tian newspaper agents. 

In the most literal sense, this new deal will bring Egypt and 
Israel closer together. Israeli and Egyptian readers need not 
always like what they read in the other country's press, but at 
least they will get their information first-hand, rather than 
sifted through a tendentious sieve. 

They may also, in the process, make some pleasant dis- 
coveries about their next-door neighbours. 

The coming into effect of the newspaper exchange agreement 
today is a small but potentially significant step on the long, win- 
ding road of peaceful normalization between Israel and Egypt. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


A READER who identified herself 
as a Catholic from Belgium com- 
plained to us some weeks ago about 
seeing a sign on top of a Yeshiva in 
Jerusalem which said, "Love thy 
Jewish neighbour as thyself." This 
commandment, she said, was out of 
keeping with the universal version 
with which she was familiar. 

Now a correspondent from Bar- 
Dan University writes to say that It 
“was originally intended for the In- 
habitants of the Land of Israel, who 
were the people of Israel." 

"Concerning the minority of 
strangers in the land." he con- 
tinues, "the Book of Leviticus 19:33- 
34 commands: ‘And if a stranger 
sojourn with thee in you r land, ye 
shall not do him wrong. The 
stranger that sojourneth with you 
shall be unto you as home-bora 
among you, and thou sh&lt love him 
as thyself...’ See also Deut. 14:29; 
16 : 11 ; 26 : 11 . etc. 

"Typical of the Rabbis' attitude 


towards strangers,” our correspon- 
dent continues, "is the ruling in the 
Talmud (Gittin 6ia) : ‘We support 
the poor of the heathen along with 
the poor of Israel, and visit the sick 
of the heathen along with the sick of 
Israel, and bury the poor of the 
heathen along with the poor of 
Israel, in the interests of 
peace,"’ 27. Af. 



ONCE A THRIVING centre of 
Jewish life during the Middle Ages, 
the Spanish city of Toledo today has 
no Jews at alL Nevertheless, a 
Friendship Forest linking the 
peoples of Spain and Israel was 
dedicated recently on the outskirts 
of the city by members of the Spaln- 
Iarael Cultural Centre. The Mayor 
of Toledo, Don Jose Ignacio de 
Mesa Ruiz, who later visited Israel, 
was present, along with Maurice 
Hatchwell, head of the Madrid 
Jewish community, and represen- 
tatives of the Catholic Church.

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When interests clash 


how the law sees it 


ASHER D. GRUNIS examines the provisions that already 
exist in Israeli law for dealing with cases that involve a 
conflict of interest. 


THE RECENT cabinet debate on 
the issue of alleged conflict of in- 
terest surrounding Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon has again 
emphasized the problem of conflict 
of interest among public officials. 

In July 1977. shortly after assum- 
ing office, the Begin government 
appointed a public committee, 
headed by Justice Shknnn Ascher of 
'the Supreme Court, to recommend 
rules to avoid conflict of interests 
of ministers and deputy ministers. 
In a report dated August 11, 1977. 
the committee recommended a set 
of rules which were adopted by the 
cabinet. 

But while the cabinet accepted 
the proposals, they were never 
enacted into law by the Knesset, 
though the Law Committee ex- 
pressed its support for the report. 
Since the rules have been approved 
only by the cabinet, their legal 
effect is of little value. The cabinet 
can always decide to amend or even 
revoke the rules. Moreover, non- 
compliance with the rules has no 
legal, as apart from public, 
significance. Neither the prime 
minister nor the cabinet can fire a 
minister who does not follow the 
rules, and It la quite unlikely that 
the prime minister or the cabinet 
would resign In order to precipitate 
the dismissal of a fellow minister on 
such grounds. 

The Ascher Committee report 
and the current debate over conflict 
of interests have been based on the 
assumption that, at least with 
regard to ministers, there are no 
general rules in Israeli law gover- 
ning conflict of interests. This view 
seems to disregard a neglected sec- 
tion of the Criminal Code, section 
278, which specifically covers the 
matter of conflict -between the 
ownership of property by public of- 
ficials and the discharge of duty vis 
a vis such property. 


It is, however, of some 
significance that this section 
appeared In the original version of 
the Criminal Code In a chapter en- 
titled "Corruption and the Abuse of 
Office.” 

Section 278 applies to "public ser- 
vants," a term that has a special 
definition in the code and which in- 
cludes "the holder of any office or 
function under any enactment 
whether by appointment, election or 
agreement." It can be argued that 
a cabinet minister comes under this 
definition. 

Another section of the Criminal 
Code which might apply Is Section 
284, which makes it an offence for a 
“public servant" to commit a 
breach of trust affecting the public. 
This does not mean, of course, that 
any minister in this or in any 
previous government committed a 
criminal offence; it simply points 
out that Israeli law apparently in- 
cludes some norms, though Inexact 
and ambiguous, covering the case 
of conflict of Interests by ministers. 


SECTION 278 la. drafted in quite 
ambiguous terms and it Is difficult 
to assess Its exact scope. Public of- 
ficials who own property can find 
little guidance in the section itself 
as to whether, when, and in what 
circumstances they should avoid 
exercising their official duties. 


ISRAELI LAW Includes quite a few 
other rules with respect to conflict 
of Interest, though these rules apply 
to specific public officials and 
others, not to ministers. Some of the 
provisions cover criminal offences, 
while others prevent certain of- 
ficials from holding office to avoid 
the possibility of conflict. 

A member of a city council la for- 
bidden to take part In discussions or 
to vote on a contract or business 
with the city in which he (Mb' 
spouse, agent or partner) has an in- 
terest. A state employee whose 
work Is connected with local 
government cannot serve as city 
councillor. 

Other provisions mandate that 
state employees should submit a 
declaration of assets upon entering 
the public service. The rationale of 
such a requirement is to enable the 
authorities to examine whether 
there was an unexplained growth in 
the assets of an employee, raising 
the possibility that it happened due 
to the misuse of his office, or even 
due to corruption. 

It should be noted that the in- 
terests that are. or might be, in con- 


flict need not necessarily be of a 
personal nature. While we usually 
think of the case of official duties on 
the one hand and the property of the 
official or his personal benefit on 
the other, one can envision cases 
where the conflict is between two 
sets of official duties. Can one Im- 
agine that the minister of the in- 
terior, whose duties cover the 
realm of municipal government, 
would serve contemporaneously as 
the mayor of a city? Obviously such 
a duality is unthinkable. In a 
similar fashion, a lawyer cannot 
represent two clients in the same 
matter when their interests are in 
conflict 

These two examples — of the 
minister-mayor and the lawyer 
with two clients — illustrate one of 
the two major reasons behind the 
various rules designed to prevent 
conflict of interests. 

The minister of the interior has a 
duty, among others, to look after 
the aggregate Interests of all local 
authorities from a national 
perspective. As mayor, his utmost 
consideration should be the welfare 
of his own city. If one person wears 
both hats, it is Inevitable that one 
area of authority, be It the national 
or the local, will suffer. The in- 
terests are simply Inconsistent 

The same notion is manifested in 
the new Israeli Trust Law, which is 
due to become effective soon. A 
trustee of more than one trust 
should not act in a matter between 
the trusts. 

The other major reasoning for the 
rules respecting conflict of In- 
terests Is explained by the expres- 
sion, coined by an English judge in 
1924, that it "la of fundamental im- 
portance that justice should not 
only be done, but should manifestly 
and undoubtely be seen to be done." 
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PUBLIC PERCEPTION of officials 
and office-holders Is sometimes 
more important than reality. Even 
if a public official does not dis- 
charge his duties in a manner 
designed to enrich himself, it Is of 
great importance to the well- 
being of a democracy that foe people 
will believe In the personal Integri- 
ty of their leaden. Thus, officials 


should avoid not only actual conflict 
of interests but any likelihood 
of such conflict. 

Understanding the rationale 
behind the rules designed to avoid 
conflict of interest still leaves room 
for some questions: What is the 
meaning of Interest in this respect? 
Can we establish rules to cover all 
cases of conflict? What about of- 
ficials wbo were elected or ap- 
pointed because they represent cer- 
tain interests? Suppose a political 
party decided to put on its list a 
leader of the mosh&v movement 
because it seemed advisable to give 
due representation to the people 
who belong to m os ha vim? And If 
that person was elected to the 
Knesset and then became a 
minister, and perhaps even the 
minister of agriculture, could one 
seriously claim that such a person 
should or could avoid giving 
greater weight to the interests of 
the moshavim? 

Another example where conflict 
of Interests is disregarded 
somewhat is where representatives 
of the public serve on judicial 
bodies. Such representatives sit 
with professional judges on the 
bench of the labour courts In Israel. 
It is said in the law with regard to 
such representatives: 

“In exercising his functions as a 


member of the court, a represen- 
tative of the public shall act In ac- 
cordance with his conscience and 
shall not regard himself as owing 
allegiance to the organization to 
consultation with which he was ap- 
pointed as to the section of the. 
public which he represents." . 
THE LAY JUDGES on the labour 
courts are representatives of the 
employees’ and employers’ 
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ON THAT FATEFUL morning of 
our arrest — June 15. 1970 — there 
were 16 of us. What we had feared 
most was that they would take us 
sooner, at home, during the night. 
Then it would have been a routine 
arrest, followed by a secret trial, 
and throughout the long years in 
camp the thought that would have 
tormented us most would be that we 
had not achieved anything. 

Few doubted that It would not be 
long before they started m ak in g 
arrests at night. True it was only 
recently that Prime Minister 
Kosygin had declared that no one in 
his senses would want to quit the 
Soviet Union. But such people ex- 
isted, and they spoke out for 
themselves with increasing vigour. 
There was only one ancient method 
that could stifle them — Imprison- 
ment. 

We were not troubled, like some 
Hamlet, with the question, “To do 
time or not to do time?”: but 
rather, "To do time for nothing, or 
for something?" 

That morning we filled our 
rucksacks, not with smart suits, 
ties and socks, but with long gloves, 
warm underclothes, scarves, tins of 
food and books by the dozen. They 
would not last us for the duration of 
our sentences, but at least for the 
first year or two... 

We believed that we could be sav- 
ed only by maximum publicity. We 
needed such a scandal to be. raised 
that the authorities could not 
possibly silence it. We hoped that 
our plight would be faithfully 
reported in the West. Fortunately, 
we had not miscalculated. Protests 
from the West not only saved 
Dy ms hits and myself from execu- 
tion, but forced the USSR to edge

open its door. Since then, almost 
300.000 persons have slipped 
through it. 


THAT DAY. we were 16. Now only 
three remain In captivity. Alexei 
Murzhenko, Yuri Fedorov and 
Joseph Mendelevich. 

Long, long ago, when they were 
still young. Murzhenko and 
Fedorov had thought of helping to 
bring about the democratization of 
Russia. They managed to write two 
leaflets before they landed In camp. 
Murzhenko is 37; he has spent 16 
years in camps. Fedorov has spent 
13 of his 36 years as a prisoner. 
Mendelevich Is 32, with 10 years of 
Ms life behind the wire. 

Are there not plenty of honest, 
brave people languishing in camps 
and prisons? Why do we have 
specifically to pick out these three 
and demand their freedom? Not 
because they are my friends, 
friendship and relatlonsMp are no 
great arguments. It is because their 
fate has become symbolic. 

It was once a fearsome thing for 
anyone even to breathe a desire to 
leave the single-party Eden. Now 
there are thousands of such 
"traitors" and, one way or another, 
though reviled and kicked, In the 


end they are let out into the free 
world. 

But the toughest three of all those 
who might be released, remain in 
the dungeon. Their names are well- 
known In the West. A campaign for 
their release is already in its 10 th 
year, but still they are In prison. 

Outside, too, there are many 
others who compare the fate of 
these three with their own situation 
and who decide to go about things 
more quietly, to be a little more cir- 
cumspect, to base their hopes more 
on bowing and scraping than on 
directness and boldness. Once we 
are able to get Murzhenko, Fedorov 
and Mendelevich out from behind 
bars, there are many who will 
decide to come into the open. 
FOLLOWING our arrest that terri- 
ble morning, 33 other friends and 
acquaintances were arrested in 
various towns. In all, 46 were im- 
prisoned. Of these, only Murzhenko 
and Fedorov were not Jews. 

Over the years, the KGB has 
made no bones about saying to their 
faces. "It will be worse for you.” 
And now from these same sinister 
offices the rumour is spread that 
the Jews only fight for themselves 
and let the rest go hang. This is how 
the seeds of racial discord are 


sown. This is how the idea is en- 
couraged that anyone siding with 
Jews will suffer worse, and will be 
let down by them into the bargain. 

The cynicism of this idea is so ob- 
vious that perhaps It Is specifically 
to camouflage it that Mendelevich, 
a Jew, remains in prison. Circles 
close to Andrei Sakharov are ask- 
ing us to remember that the point 
about these three is, that if only 
Mendelevich Is released, they will 
be. pleased for his sake, but. In the 
broader sense, it will be a tragedy. 

That is & fact, and it is one more 
reason why this trio has become & 
symbol. We have to win this battle 
both for the sake of these individual 
people and for the sake of the im-

THE PROBLEM OF INTERMARRIAGE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Rabbi Schindler recently 
elaborated in The Jerusalem Post 
on h is proposal that children of 
Jewish fathers and non- Jewish 
mothers be considered as Jews. 
Each of his points deserves com- 
ment. 

He states that it 2s "nonsensical 
and absurd" that a child of a non- 
Jewlsh mother should need a "for- 
mal conversion if he or she is raised 
as a Jew and lives In an intensely 
Jewish Home.” Isn’t it nonsensical 
and absurd for the mother of this 
“intensely Jewish home" not to 
want to convert herself? The 
procedure for this undoubtedly 
sincere and Jewishly committed 
woman is relatively simple and the 
positive effect of her conversion on 
herself, her family and her com- 
munity are obvious. 

Rabbi Schindler feels that his for- 
mula would have a significant 
effect on the 40 per cent U.S. inter- 
marriage rate becauae “the 
preponderant majority- of such 
marriages involves Jewish men 
and non- Jewish women." If the 


"preponderant majority" of inter- 
marriages Involves non- Jewish 
women, then there must be a great 
many single marriageable Jewish 
women in our midst. Not only will 
Rabbi Schindler’s formula make it 
easier for Jewish men to marry 
non-Jewiah women, but It will In- 
crease the likelihood of Jewish 
spinsters — historically Jewish 
women have shown a greater reluc- 
tance to intermarry. 

Rabbi Schindler states that 
Jewish lineage on the maternal side 
is a “tradition spanning two. 
millenia." The Rabbi appears to be 
off by about 2000 years. This so- 
called tradition goes back to the 
beginnings of our people. Ishmael. 
Abraham’s son, and Esau’s 
children were never considered as 
part of the Hebrew tribe, while 
Saul, the son that Dina bore from 
her relationship with the pagan 
Shechem, was one of the 70 In the 
family of Israel that entered Egypt. 
It appears that this law is more 
than mere tradition. 

An increase In the rate of Inter- 
marriage from 3 per cent In 19S1 to 
40 per cent today la a very serious 


problem which calls for a dramatic 
response by the American Jewish 
community. The proposal to make 
Jews out of non-Jews who reject 
conversion and whose non-Jewiah 
mothers rejected conversion will 
not help solve this problem.
